Robbing the Ground. 


]t is not by the crops that we take 
off the land in their rotations that we 
may be said to be robbing it. "There 
are two strong and persistent robbers 
of the nutritive properties of the 
ground we cultivate that are much in 
evidence at most times. Those are 
surface and deep-rooting weeds and 
the roots of plants from which we 
have gathered crops, and which are 
left occupying and drawing food from 
the land after we have had the pro- 
duce for which we planted them. 
Amongst those latter we may class 
pea and bean haulm, stalks of cab 
bage and cauliflower, and all the 
brassicas, spent and seeding turnips 
radishes and lettuces, runner and 
French beans, and worn-out parsley. 
Apart from the slovenly and untidy 
appearance which these things give 
to a garden, there is the certainty that 
the ground is being needlessly im- 
poverished, that manure applied for 
the crop is being uselessly exhausted, 
and the frequent tilth and cultiva- 
tion, which is so necessary to the 
ground, is prevented. Again, take 
the weeds. Surface and annual secd- 
ing weeds are like the poor, they are 
with us always, and we have to feed 
them whether we will or no. Even 
their germinating and first-leaf 
stages rob the ground somewhat. We 
get rid of them, hoe them in or 
pull them up, of course, as soon as 
we can. We һсе the surface of the 
soil frequently to check their ger 
mination, and we are masters of the |
